ism, " Churchill replied. "There 
has been a lot of bad weather." 


Some observers like to think that 


Rome will be in Allied hands by 
spring, but caution reminds us that 
there are some tough obstacles to 
be surmounted before we reach 
that goal with land troops, though 
our bombers are finding the going 
easy enough, as witness the as- 
saults on the city yesterday 
and 


day before. We shall be unexpected 
ly lucky if we are able to do much 
free-wheeling along the Appian way 
towards the capital until the long 
Allied line has advanced another 
half hundred miles or so 
north- 


ward. We must expect this to en- 
tail much hard fighting, for the Ger- 
mans have the advantage of the 
strong mountain positions in 
the 


center, of the Italian peninsula.

American submarines have sunk 12 
more Japanese merchant vessels, 
bringing to 558 the number of Jap- 
anese"ships sunk, probably sunk or 
damaged by submersibles since the 
war started. 


The; new report on damage in- 


flicted by submarines ranging the 
distant waters of the Pacific was 
announced loday by the navy. 


Of the 558 total, 408 ships have 


been definitely sent lo the bottom. 
In addition, our submarines prob- 
ably have sunk 37 Japanese vessels 
and have damaged 114 others.

Wage Ceiling for 
Farm Workers 
Ordered Today

move unprecedented in all Ameri- 
can farm history, a wage control 
program for agricultural workers, 
with maximum ceilings of $2,400 a 
year, has been ordered 
by War 


Food Administrator Marvin Jones. 


Aides of the administrator, who 


disclosed the plan, said War Food 
Administration labor offices have 
been directed to set up state farm 
wage boards to hold hearings and 
establish maximum wages. 


These 
groups 
would function 


much in the manner of the War 
Labor Board in determing the ceil- 
ings for industrial workers. On the 
basis of the 1942 wage stabilization 
act, Stabilization Director Fred M. 
Vinson put farm wages under the 
supervision of the WFA but officials 
did not consider it necessary 
to 


take any immediate general action 
toward control. 


Now however, farm wages have 


reached the highest point in 20 
years. Many workers have 
gone 


into war plants. Those who have 
remained on the farms have re- 
peatedly received what amounts to

Here's 
their idea—With the increase in 
taxes, especially this damn income 
tax and supertax, a man can't af- 
ford to have too much income. 
And yet he wants to keep control 
of the big corporations in which 
he owns a majority of stock. So he 
places a big block of it in a Philan-j 
thropic Institution, in a trust fumj 
—he doesn't get the interest, bu) 
he doesn't have to pay any pyra- 
miding taxes, and he or his agents 
—that's me, for the Hesketts—hold 
the voting proxies on the donated 
stock, and control the corporation 
as much as before. 


"They don't care 
what 
the 


Foundation income is spent for, as 
long as their name gets whitened 
—and how many coats of white- 
wash it does take, sometimes! 


"Now I advise you, as a simple- 


hearted organizator, to blo\y in as 
much of the Foundation income 
as you want to. Even with this 
stock market crash, there's twice 
as much as you've been spending. 
Go ahead—do anything that will 
advertise the grand old pioneer 
name of Heskett. Only don't forget 
that I still audit the books." 


Dr. Planish felt shy but desper- 


ate. "Then how about raising my 
own salary? I could use it." 


"Certainly not. It's much more 


likely to get lowered, if this de- 
pression gets bad enough. You 
have some reputation—not much, 
but you have been dean of a hay- 
loft college, and a lecturer—but 
how would it adorn the sacred 
Family Name to pay you more 
than rock-bottom wages? You talk 
about 
economics, 
Planish. 
Be 


realistic!"

Approval of 
New Tax Bill 
on Last Lap 


Washington, Jan. 22 — (if 
1)— 
Con- 


gress reached the last lap of its 
labors on a new $2,275,600,000 add- 
ed revenues bill today before most 
taxpayers had sharpened 
pencils 


for their March 15 income returns. 


Eight weeks after receiving the 


bill from the House, the 
Senate 


yesterday approved it in amended 
form by a voice vote and today it 
was oh its way to a House-Senate 
conference to adjust differences. It 
carries approximately $130,000,000 
more revenue than the House ver- 
sion and is expected to swell an- 
nual treasury receipts to more than 
$43,500,000,000. 


Chairman George (D-Ga) of the 


Finance Committee will head the 
Senate conferees. Who will meet 
next week with their counterparts 
from the House. Other senators on 
list are Walsh (D-Mass), Barkley 
(D-Ky), Connally (D-Tex), La Fol- 
lette (Prog-Wis), Vandenberg 
(R- 


Mlch and Davis (R-Pa). 


Principal 
differences 
between 


the House and Senate bills involve 
the treatment of individual income 
taxes and the renegotiation of war 
contracts. The two houses 
were 


virtually together on increases in 
the corporate excess profits tax, 
estimated to bring in $502,700,000 
more than the present rates. 


The Senate bill .would 
capture 


$664,900,000 more from individual 
income tax payers, through elimi- 
nation of the earned income credit 
and the deductions for federal ex- 
cise taxes paid. However the sena- 
tors jettisoned the House program 
for integrating the victory tax with 
the income tax on the ground the 
machinery was too 
cumbersome. 


Instead, the Senate voted to make 
the victory tax a straight 3 per 
cent levy on income over $624 a 
year, regardless of family status. 


Although numerous variations re- 


mained between the House and Sen- 
ate amendments to the war con- 
tracts renegotiation act, the Fi- 
nance Committee gave ground on 
some of the more drastic of its 
proposed changes. 


Under the Senate bill, next Dec. 


31 would be the deadline for rene- 
gotiating the contracts, 
although 


the president would be allowed to 
change the termination date six 
months either way if necessary to 
meet changed'conditions. 


The exemption of contracts 
for 


standard 
commercial 
articles 


would be optional with the War 
Price Adjustment Board, not man- 
datory as originally proposed by 
the Senate 
committee.

One witness, 
a liquor administralor in an east- 
ern state, said the stimulated buy- 
ing of whiskey by those who never 
touch the stuff is an 
established 


faclor in Ihe growing demand for a 
scarce product.
